Man is jailed for five years 
for glorifying Islamic State 


A MAN has been jailed after 
sending a series of tweets sup¬ 
porting Islamic State terrorists. 

Mohammed Mo shin Ameen, 
23, from Dagenham, was given 
a five-year prison term at the 
Old Bailey on Thursday April 
28. 

He had pleaded guilty in 
March to one count of support¬ 
ing a proscribed organisation, 
one count of disseminating a ter¬ 
rorist publication and five 
counts of encouraging terror¬ 
ism. 


The Metropolitan Police 
Service said Ameen had sent 
thousands of tweets supporting 
Islamic State between May and 
October 2015, including one 
with a link to a Daesh propagan¬ 
da video. 

After seizing 90 digital 
devices, police found Ameen 
had used 42 different Twitter 
names and sent messages from 
16 accounts. 

In one tweet he posted a pic¬ 
ture of himself, with his head 
cropped out, holding a machete. 


Commander Dean Haydon, of 
the force’s counter terrorism 
command, said: “The harm of 
spreading hate and encouraging 
others to commit offences can¬ 
not be underestimated. 

“I urge anyone who is aware of 
tweets, videos, pictures or any 
other material they are con¬ 
cerned may be terrorist propa¬ 
ganda to report it. 

“This can be done anonymous-

Hospitals to ensure 
visitors pay up for 
any NHS treatment

OVERSEAS visitors face being 
asked to pay for NHS care at east 
London’s three main hospitals. 

A new scheme has been intro¬ 
duced by the trust that runs King 
George and Queen’s hospitals to 
ensure that overseas visitors pay for 
their treatment. 

Bosses at Barts Health NHS 
Trust, which runs Whipps Cross 
Hospital in Leytonstone, said the 
scheme is already in place. 


Barking, Havering and Redbridge 
University Hospitals NHS Trust has 
launched a “deposit” payment sys¬ 
tem, with overseas visitors asked to 
pay for their treatment before they 
receive it. 

Director of finance Jeff Buggle 
said: “We know that many overseas 
visitors who are not eligible for free 
care have been using our services. 

“We need to ensure that our 
resources are spent on those 
patients who are eligible for NHS 
care and we must also comply with 
the rules set down by the 


Department of Health.” 

If staff suspect that a patient may 
not live in this country, they will be 
asked to prove their residency and if 
they are not entitled to free NHS 
care they will be asked to pay in 
advance for their treatment. 

If they refuse to pay, their consul¬ 
tant will decide whether to dis¬ 
charge them. 

Maternity services, and treatment 
which the doctor or nurse thinks is 
immediately necessary or urgent 
will never be withheld, but charges 
will still apply and the patient will 


receive an invoice after their treat¬ 
ment. 

The trust is also implementing a 
process where all patients who seek 
any form of treatment, either urgent 
or non-urgent, will be asked to con¬ 
firm their country of residence. 

Mr Buggle added: “The safety of 
patients is always our top priority, 
but we also have a legal obligation 
to seek payment for those not eligi¬ 
ble for free NHS care.”

Throat knifer heads 
for 20-year jail term 


A DAGENHAM man has been 
jailed for 20 years for attempted 
murder. 

Tony Henry, 37, of Dagenham 
Avenue, was found guilty of at¬ 
tempted murder following a trial at 
Snaresbrook Crown Court. 

He was sentenced on Friday April 
29 to 20 years imprisonment with a 
five-year extended licence. 

The court heard that police were 
called to reports of a man assaulted 
on Parsloes Avenue in Dagenham 
on August 8 last year. 

Henry attacked a 36-year-old 
man, stabbing him in the back of 
the head, the chest and slitting his 
throat twice. 

The victim was taken by the Lon¬ 



don Ambulance Service to the 
Royal London Hospital where he 
was treated for head, neck and fa¬ 
cial injuries and remained in hospi¬ 
tal for around four weeks. 

A Met Police spokesman said that 
the victim has been discharged but 
continues to suffer the lasting phys¬ 
ical and psychological effects of 
the attack. 

Henry was arrested on September 
26 on suspicion of causing griev¬ 
ous bodily harm and was charged 
the following day with attempted 
murder. 

Detective Constable Elena Mid¬ 
lane, from Barking and Dagenham 
CID, said: “This heinous attack 
was committed in broad daylight 


on a busy main road with many 
members of public going about 
their daily business. The victim re¬ 
ceived extensive injuries both 
physically and emotionally. 

“Tony Henry is a violent and 
volatile man who will now spend a 
considerable period of time behind 
bars. Even to this day he has not 
shown remorse, and following 
Henry’s not guilty plea, the victim 
was forced to attend court and re¬ 
live the harrowing attack whilst 
giving evidence. 

“He can now be assured that fol¬ 
lowing a thorough investigation, 
justice has been served and this 
dangerous offender will no longer 
be a risk to the public.” 


Death crash appeal 


POLICE are appealing for 
witnesses after a man died in 
a road collision in Dagenham. 

Officers were called by the 
London Ambulance Service 
(LAS) at around 4.50pm on 
Friday April 29 to reports of a 
motorbike colliding with a 
minibus on Wood Lane at the 
junction with Boxoll Road. 

The male pillion passenger, 
believed to be aged in his 20s, 


was pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Next of kin have been in¬ 
formed and police are await¬ 
ing formal identification and 
results of a post-mortem ex¬ 
amination. 

The male rider, also aged in 
his 20s, was taken by ambu¬ 
lance to an east London hos¬ 
pital where he remains in a 
stable condition. 


Detectives from the Met’s 
Roads and Transport Policing 
Command said the driver of 
the minibus stopped at the 
scene, but that they are still 
continuing their investiga¬ 
tions. There have been no ar¬ 
rests.

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Mazda 3 stands out in crowded market

THE handsome Mazda 3 recently became 
an even more attractive option with the intro¬ 
duction of a new 1.5-litre diesel engine. 

Until the start of the year the only diesel 
you could specify in the 3 was the powerful 
2.2-litre borrowed from the much larger 6 
family saloon. That engine delivered power 
but its size meant the 3 was at a disadvan¬ 
tage compared to its rivals. 

With the new smaller unit, first introduced 
in the Mazda 2 supermini, the 3 is now able 
to match its competitors in a busy sector. 

Now in its third generation the 3 offers bold 
looks, excellent handling and superb build 
quality. 

The Mazda’s style helps it to stand out 
from some of the other offerings in the com¬ 
pact family car sector and it also offers bags 
of standard equipment, good performance 
and a comfortable upmarket interior. 

There is a clear family resemblance to the 
Mazda 6 and most of its design cues are 
taken from the larger saloon with its swoop¬ 
ing curves and sharp creases. Its low roof 
and rising waistline give it a sporty stance 
and it is a looker from every angle. 

All versions of the 3 get alloy wheels and 
body-coloured door handles and mirrors, 
and some models get xenon headlamps and 
LED running lights while sport models also 
benefit from larger 18-inch alloys. 

Inside the quality is excellent with soft- 


touch materials where they should be and 
the dashboard is neat with good features. 

The rev counter and fuel gauge are digital 
and this model also had a head-up display 
on top of the dash. 

All models get a seven-inch touchscreen 
for the infotainment and sat-nav system 
which is an option on cheaper models. 

There is plenty room for four adults to trav¬ 
el in real comfort and five would be fine for 
shorter journeys. Unlike many of its competi¬ 
tors the Mazda 3 is available as a five-door 
hatchback or as a fastback, which is a four- 
door saloon and in my opinion better look¬ 
ing. In this country the hatch will be the vol¬ 
ume model but both are available in a selec¬ 
tion of engines and trims. 


This car was the fastback featuring all 
Mazda’s fuel efficient SKYACTIV technology 
and the new 1.5-litre diesel which is good 
for 105ps. The engine is very quiet, as well 
as being frugal, and features stop/start tech¬ 
nology. 

It is linked to a slick six-speed gearbox and 
the handling is agile with loads of grip and 
excellent body control. The steering is sharp 
and direct and the 3 is a fine driver’s car. 

The ride is smooth and the suspension 
deals well with even the poorest surfaces. 

It is a quiet cruiser on motorways and fun 
on twisty back roads. 

The 3 enjoys a five-star Euro NCAP safety 
rating and all models get six airbags, stability 
control and a city safe low-speed collision 


system as standard. Top models also get 
automatic lights and wipers plus parking 
sensors. 

The boot is not huge but there are plenty 
of storage areas in the cabin and with rear 
seats folded the hatch version offers a sub¬ 
stantial 1,263 litres. 

Mazda has a solid reputation for reliability 
which helps it appeal to private buyers and 
fleet customers. Prices start at £17,095 and 
in Sport Nav trim costs £21,945. 

For that you get the larger alloys, an adap¬ 
tive front lighting system, front fogs with 
chrome surrounds, a reversing camera and 
front and rear parking sensors. You also get 
the head-up display, and a premium Bose 
sound system with nine speakers, DAB radio 
plus sat nav. In a crowded market the 3 
stands out for its blend of style, economy and 
quality and it is certainly worth consideration.

HOLLYWOOD Star and icon of 
British film and television, Ray 
Winstone, has always confessed his 
love of West Ham United. 

The 59-year-old, who has 
starred in cult classics such as 
Scum, Sexy Beast, Love Honour 
and Obey, as well as the 2012 
action drama The Sweeney, spoke 
to the Yellow Advertiser about all 
things West Ham ahead of a spe¬ 
cially arranged match between the 
legends of England and Germany 
to commemorate the 50th 
anniversary of the hosts World 
Cup success of 1966. 

“My earliest match day memo¬ 
ries came after the 1965/66 sea¬ 
son,” Winstone said. “Before that 
I don’t think I’d ever come to the 
Boleyn Ground. I can’t really 
remember that far back. My first 
memory was standing at the bot¬ 
tom of my street at Caistor Park 
Road, Plaistow. We would watch 
the coach go by and were all 
blowing bubbles as kids. 

“I guess that’s where it was bom. 
I became a West Ham fan, it was 
my manor, where I’m from. So for 
me, my earliest memories are prob¬ 
ably about 1964 at the bottom of 
my street, not the ground.” 

He added: “It doesn’t matter 
where you go, you could even be 
on the other side of the world in 
Australia or in a desert, but you 
can still pick the paper up and 
find the West Ham result. It’s not 
necessarily the team so much, it’s 
because this is your home, it’s 
where you’re from.” 

Upton Park’s various facelifts 
over the years had slightly dimin¬ 
ished Homerton-bom Winstone’s 


match day memories, but he 
believes that helped him to 
embrace the Hammers move to 
the Olympic Stadium. 

“My memories of the ground 
have land of faded now because the 
one we are standing in now is not 
the stadium I went to when I was a 
kid. That went a few years ago 
when we moved the stands and the 
pitch was in a different place. 

“Because of this, the move [to 
the Olympic Stadium] is not so 
disastrous for me. I’m looking 
forward to the move. I live 1.2 
miles from this ground. I’ll proba¬ 
bly be 1.2 miles from the ground 
the other way at Stratford, so for 
me it’s a ‘must’ if this club needs 
to progress.” 

Winstone continued: “It’s great 
after 57, 58 or 59 years of being a 
West Ham fan, being an optimist, 
the pain and the glory every now 
and then. But if we are going to 
stay in the Premier League and try 
to win some trophies, then we 
need to move to a bigger ground. 

“I think it holds 34,000 here, 
they’ve sold the tickets for the 


new stadium and they could have 
sold them two or three times over, 
that shows you the fanbase of this 
club. More people will get to see 
them - it’s fantastic.” 

Winstone spoke about some of 
his favourite Hammers players, as 
well as his great uncle, Frank 
Richardson, who represented the 
club almost a century ago. 

“Eve got many favourites. Obvi¬ 
ously Bobby Moore, Geoff Hurst, 
Alan Devonshire and Billy Bonds, 
those players through the years I’ve 
loved so much. 

“I loved little Joe Cole and what 
about some of the centre forwards 
we’ve had over the years, Hurst, 
‘Pop’ Robson. 

“My great uncle, Frank Richard¬ 
son, played for West Ham in the 
1924/25 season. It was the year 
after we’d got beaten in the first 
ever FA Cup Final at Wembley. 

“He played at Upton Park as a 
centre forward. We’ve got links all 
the way back from my mum’s side 
of the family.” 

Fifelong Hammer Winstone was 
at the Boleyn Ground to manage a 


Three Fions side that included 
Boleyn favourites such as the Fer¬ 
dinand brothers, Dean Ashton, 
Trevor Sinclair, John Moncur, 
David James and Teddy Shering- 
ham, and was clearly in awe of the 
stars who had given up their time 
to take part in the match. 

“I know football from the 
stands, watching it. We are all 
managers in the stands. But look¬ 
ing around at some of the people 
we’ve got playing; David James, 
Peter Beardsley, what a player 
Dean Ashton would have been, 
I’m sure, one of the great centre 
forwards for this country. Rio Fer¬ 
dinand and his brother Anton, 
West Ham boys. I also watched 
Trevor Sinclair for years, it’s quite 
an honour to be around them, so 
I’m just going to let them play. 

“God help them if they come 
back in and they’ve lost though!” 

Despite his tongue-in-cheek 
words of warning, it was the Ger¬ 
mans, skippered by former 
Chelsea midfielder Michael Bal- 
lack, who took the honours with a 
resounding 7-2 victory. 


Non-league round-up 


Brilliant Braintree 
make play-offs 

BRAINTREE Town’s fairytale National Feague cam¬ 
paign continued as the Iron saw off Altrincham 3-0 at 
Cressing Road to cement their place in the play-offs 
and give themselves a shot at a place in the Football 
Feague. 

In front of a season’s biggest crowd of 1,803, 
Michael Cheek bagged a first half brace while 
Mitch Brundle added a third as Braintree con¬ 
demned Altrincham to the drop and set up a two- 
legged semi-final with Grimsby Town.
